For a long time is seemed as though gasoline 
would never drive a motor car to the summit ol Mt. 
Helena, in the state of Washington- 
But it has done 
so at last; and the car was left at the summit of the 
roadless old giant for all of one night and most of the 
next day, so that the whole city of Helena might testi­ 
fy to the hitherto impossible feat. 
Mt- Helena is a peak in the foot hills of the main 
range of the Rocky Mountains- 
Its summit is approx­ 
imately 6,000 feet above sea level. 
The city of Hele­ 
na, at the base of the mountain, has an elevation of 
4,000 feet- 
There is no wheel road to the top of Mt. Helena, 
and it is difficult even for a pony to make the ascent 
Numerous attempts have been made to put an automo­ 
bile on the mountain top, and in 1910 it was claimed 
that a car with special gear ratio made the climb. 
However, no one except the claimants saw the ascen 
or saw the car on top of the mountain, and the story 
caused no great excitement. 
The car which finally made the difficult ascent 
was a Dodge Brothers motor car owned by the Helena 
Motor Company of Helena. 
It made the climb from 
the garage to the rocks on the summit in 45 minutes- 
Four men rode in th e car- 
A t the foot of the rocks 
which crown the summit, the car met loose and stony 
soil. 
It was necessary to build up a roadway for it. 
Repeatedly the car slipped backward off the track and 
had to be blocked up to give traction for the wheels, 
which were equipped with driving chains. 
In the last 
hundred feet the rise was a 61 per cent grade. 
After the car reached the top, it was blocked in 
position and remained on the mountain all night and 
part of the next day, in full view of anyone in Helena 
who looked toward the mountain top. 
Then it was 
driven back to Helena.

Exhibit to Tour State 


AMERICA MUST TAKE 
THE SOB FROM BELGIAN 
THROATS WITH BREAD. 


“ I was in india during their 
awful famine some years ago,” 
said the Honorable Everett Col­ 
by of New Jersey, one of the 
most prominent attorneys of the 
State and former candidate for 
governor, who was a member of 
the United States Food Admin­ 
istration Commission to Europe, 
while on a tour of Texas recent­ 
ly. “There for the first time I 
saw' the look in the eyes and 
heard the cry in the throats of 
starving 
children. 
There 
is 
nothing like it in all creation. 
There is no other look in the 
eyes of God’s created beings that 
so tears the heart. There is no 
other sound uttered by any of 
God’s creatures that so wrings 
the soul of men as that look and 
cry of starving people. 
“ Unless we keep a larger and 
larger volume of wheat flowing 
to France and Belgium than we 
have sent there thus far, that 
look and that cry from the eyes 
and throats of children ‘over 
there’ will reach us in smug, 
contented, well-fed America.’’

French soldier was about 25 
ounces in the first years of the 
war. This has now been cut to 
21 ounces. The bread ration of 
the civilian population has been

Arrangements have been completed to divide the exhibit in­ 
to two trains of five cars each, each train being composed of two 
flat cars, two baggage cars, and sleeper. Tile routing and trans­ 
portation of the trains over the territory comprising this federal 
Reserve District, is in the hands of Mr. O. W. Campbell, assist­ 
ant Vo chief operating officer of the M. K. & T. By. 
The Itiner­ 
ary will allow for the inspection of the exhibit by the 
largest 
number of people possible in the various sections of the District. 
Two to three hour stops will be made at cities and 
towns en 
route. 
Fa<h train will have a lecturer to explain in 
detail the 
history of the relics, and American soldiers will act as a Guard 
of Honor. The train* will staid: on this pilgrimage on the morn­ 
ing of April 6th, the opening day for the 'Third

has ever bren seen in America. 
There i& *>hown the type of torpedo that sank the Lusitania, 
airplanes, pert** of Zeppelins, and every description of rifle and 
cannon that is being utilized.

They look—the airplanes and tile 75’s, the rmiitral!eih*e^and 
the trench mortars, and the caissons and the big gun carnages 
with the barrels aho* away—as if they had !>een through every 
known kind of warfare. 
I 
'The. big' French 75 millimeter cannon, a part of this exhibit, 
was damaged at tim battle of the Yser. 
It shoots 2S times per 
minute, and without rest, an automatic cooling process making 
this possible. 
This immense gun is so perfectly balanced that 
one man can move it around. The range is four miles. 
The bar­ 
rel i«s perforated with machine gun holes, made in close quarter^ 
fighting. 
These are the guns that helped save Paris at the Marne, 
when the Germans were within fifteen miles of thd capital. 
A captured German airplane of the “Albatross” type, with a 
speed of J25 miles per hour is shown. 
W hen brought down, the 
two occupants, both officers, were dean’; one of them wore the 
“ Iron Cross’* of bravery, and the machine itself, evidently lor 
previous meritorious service, was designated with the same in­ 
signia. 
There is a large German mortar of the “Minniewegfcr” type, 
which was captured at the Marne by General -Toffre’s men. 
This, 
piet a is used to break down heavy defenses, and wherever it hits. 
everything is annihilated within a rad! & of several 
hundred 
yards. 
You will see one of the French 400 millimeter guns 
shouts, a IG inch shell and carries 24 miles, and is effective 
miles. 
There is a collection of German 12 inch shells, capture 
the Battle of Aires. 
A notable relic is a Zeppelin bomb weighing 175 lbs. 
Each 
Zeppelin crew consists of 14 men, 2 machine guns, and I I tons of 
projectiles. 
There are liquid bombs for incendiary purposes. 
A defective 
German shell that burst out at the side, probably killing the 
nearest Boche—a French machine gun that shoots 550 shots per 
minute, the cartridges being fed on steel clips containing 26 car­ 
tridges each—a German trench mortar captured ar Soissons__ 
French catapults, a medieval style brought up to date, 
which 
throw grenades with immense force, 
A peculiarly interesting piece Is the gun carriage of one of 
the giant 120 millimeter French siege guns. This particular gun 
carriage was recently recognized by a French Officer visiting Wa­ 
co, w'ho declared his promotion was girted in an action around 
this gun. 
He shed tears of emotion when he satisfied himself of 
the gun’s identity. 
For trench war-fare, gun rests with periscopes are shown, so 
that the gunner can fire his weapon without putting his head iii 
jeopardy. Supporting these mute b it eloquent relics are upwards 
of four hundred actual battle front photographs, some of very 
large size.
